hot months. But how they coo) 
themselves is of equal import- 
ance. 

Left to their own devices, pigs 
will oftentimes build themselves 
a wallow in wet or damp soil, 
And if this wallow is used for 
any length of time, parasites 
and disease germs fostered there 
May do more damage than heat 
does. 
| That’s the way API Extension 
Animal Industry Specialist G. 
B. Phillips explains the neces- 
sity for providing hog herds 
with recommended “cooling sy- 
stems.” Wallows can be used if 
they are kept Sanitary, he said. 
Many growers build portable 
wallows than can be moved from 
field to field. Others use ground 
wallows or mudholes with very 
little risk by letting hogs wal- 
low in one spot only a few weeks 
then pushing it full of dirt and 
Starting another wallow in clear 
ground.
